who, ſeeing he hath the hearts of Kings in his hand ; he 
caſily moves them whitherſoEver himſelf pleaſcth, to 
putin execution his Divine-Commands.This,my Lord, 
appears moſt evidently out of thoſe words of Danzel, 
where he, rendring thanks unto God,for revealing unto 
him that prodigious Dream of Neb#chaduezar,doth lay : 

T how that removeſt Kings, and ſets up Kings. And elle- 

where, To the end the liv ng might know, that the Hightit 
hath dominion in Mans Kingdom, and giveth the ſame to 
whom he pleaſe. Of the very ſame mind are Thalmnud;ſts 
likewiſe,affirming that a good Government, or Gover- 
nor, is a Heavenly Gifr, and that there is no Governor, 

but is firſt called by God unto that dignity : 8 this they 
prove from that paſſage of Exodus: Behold 1 have called 
Bazale'l by name, &c. all things being governed by 
Divine Providence, God diſpenſing rewards unto Ver- 

tues, and puniſhmeat unto Vices, according to his owne 
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to Abraham ( 1. will blefſe them that bleſſe Hee, and curſe 
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ther Temple in their Countrey, like unto thatat Fer«ſa- 
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good Will. This iS ran * green Mongrel make * 
909 oiperp y of ſuch, who have aftlited rhe people 
of Iſrael : ap; hath ever afflicted them, Wiruik 
not been by ſome ominous Exir, moſt heavily pubiſh- 
ed of Gad Almighty ; as is manifeſt from the Hiſtories 
of thole Kings , Pharaoh, Nebachadnezar, Amiochas, 
EpiphanisrPonpy, & others. Andon the contrary,none 
ever was a Benefactorto that people, & cheriſhed then 
in theirCountries,who thereupon hath nor preſently be- 
gun very muth toflouriſh, In ſo much thar- the Oracle 


them that curſe thes ſeemeth yet daily to have its acevon- . 
pliſhment. Hence I, one of the leaſt among the nu, 
ſince by experience Ihave found,that through G 
greet bounty toward us,many conſiderable ard emitenc 
perſons both forPicty & Power,zre moved with fincere 
and inward pitty and compaſſion towards us,8 do com- 
fort us concerning the approaching deliverance ofI/7 el, 
could not but for my ſclgand in the behalf of my Coun- 
rrey men,make this my humble addreſs to your High- 
neſs, & beſeech you forGods ſake, that ye would,accor- 
ding to thatPicty & Power wherein you are eminent be- 
yond others, vouchſafe to grant,that the Great & Glori- 
ous Name of theLord ourGod may be extolled, and (c- 
lemnly worſhipped and praiſed by us through all the 
bounds of this Commog-wealth;' & to grant us place in 
your Countrey,that we may have dur Synagogues, atid 
freeexerciſe of our Religion. I nothing doubting, but 
that your Clemency will cafily grant this moſt equira» 
ble Petition of ours. Pagans have of old, out of reve- 
rence to the God of 1/rae/, and the cſterm they had to 
his people,granted moſt willingly free liberty, evento 
apoſtated Jewes ; as 0nlas the High Prieft, to build ano-

gether with us. Beſides, it increaſes our confidence of 


' your bounty towards us, inthatſo ſoonas everthe ru- ' 


mour of that moſt wiſhed-for Iiberty;that ye were a 
thinking togrant us, was made knownunto our Coun- 
trey-men ;. I, in the name of my Nation, the ewes, that 
livein Holland, did congratulate and entertain their Ex- 


cellencies, the Ambaſſadors of Bngland ; who were re- 


ceived in ourSynagogue with as great pomp & applauſe, 
Hymns and cheerfulneffe of mind, as ever any Soveraign 
Prince was. For our people.did in their own minds pre- 
ſage, that the Kingly Government being now changed 
intothatofa Common- wealth, the ancient hatred to- 
wards them, would alſo be changed into good will: that 
thoſe rigorous Laws(if any there be yct extant, made un- 


der the Kings) againſt ſo innocent a people, would hap. 


pily be repealed. Sothat we hope now for better from 
your gentleneſſc, and goodneſle, fince, fromthe begin- 
ning of your Gquernment of this Common-wealth, your 
Highnefſe hath profcſſed much reſpeR, and favour to- 
wards us. Wherefore I humbly entreat your Higneſle, 

that you would with a gracious eye have regatd unto us, 
andour Petition, and grant unto us,as you have done un. 
to others, free exerciſe of our Religion, that we may 
have our Synagogues, and keep ourown publick wore 
ſhip, as our brethren doe in aly, Germany, Poland, and 
many other places, and we ſhall pray for the happincſſe

>2 Aving ſome years fince often-perceived 
that in this Nation, God bath a People, 
that is very tender hearted,and well wiſh- 
z Ing to our fore afflicted Nation ; Yea, I 

my ſ{clf having ſome Expericncethereof, 


{cs tothe late Honourable Parliament, I might obtain a 
{afe.Condu@ once to tranſport my ſelf chither. Which 
I raving done, and according to my defire, received a 
moſt kinde and ſatisfactory Anſwer, I now am come. 
And tothe end all Men may know the true Morives and 
Inrent of this my coming, I ſhall briefly comprehend 
and deliver t hem in theſe particulars. 

Firſt and Formoſt, my Intention is to try, if by Gods 
good hand over me, I may obtain here for my Nation . 
the Liberty of a free and publick Synagogue, wherein 
we may daily call upon the Lord our God, that once he 
may

may be pleaſed to remember his Mercies and Promiſes 
_ done to our Fore fathers, forgiving our treſpaſles, & re- 
ſtoring us or.ce :gaip into our fathers Inheritance z and 
beſides ro ſuc allo for a bleſſing upon this Nation, and 
People of England, for receiving us into their boſomes, 
and comforting $iey in her diſtreſle. 
- My ſecond Motive is, becauſe the opinion of many 
Chriſtians and minedoe concurre herein, that we both 
believe that the reſtoring time of our Nation into their 
Native Countrey, is very near at hand ; I believing 
more particularly, that this reſtauration cannot be, be- 
fore theſe words of Daxicl Chap. 12. ver. 7. be firſt ac- 
compliſhed, when he faith, And when the diſperſion of 
the Hoy people ſhall be compleated in all places, then ſhall all 
theſe things be compleated: ſignifying therewith, thar be- 
forc all be fulfilled, the People of God muſt be firſt di- 
{perſed into all places & Countreys of theWorld. Now 
we know, how cur Nation at the preſent is {pread all a- 
bour, and harh irs ſeatand dwelling ia the moſt louriſh- 
ng parts of all the Kingdomes, and Countreys of the 
World, gs well in 4merica, as in the other three parts 
thereof; except onely inthis conſiderable and mighty 
land. And therefore this remains onely in my judge- 
men,betorethe MESSETI 4 come and reftore our Na- 
tion, that firft we muſt bave our ſeat here likewiſe. 

My 1#jra Motive is grounded onthe profit that I con- 
ccive this Common- wealth is to reap, if it ſhall vouche 


{ate to reccive us; for thence, I hope, there will follow 


1 greatblefling from God upon them, and a very abun- 
dant trading into, and from all parts of the World, not 
onely withour prejudice to the Engliſh Nation, bur for 
' their profir, both in Importation, and Exportation of 
goods, Yet if any {hall dovbthercof, I truſt rheir Cha- 
rity-towards the people of God, will fatisfiethem, eſpe. 
cially when they ſhall read rhe. enſuing Treatiſe. 
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The fourth Motive of my coming hither, is,my fincere - 
affeftion to this Common. wealth,by reaſon of ſo mahy .- 
Worthy, Learned, 8 Pious men in thisNation, whoſe lo- 


| ving kindnefle & Piety I have experience of : hoping ro 

finde the like affe&ion in all the People generally, the 
more, becauſe I alwaies have, both by writing and 
deeds, profeſſed much inclination'to this Common- 
wealth; and thatT perfwade my ſeWf they will be mind« 
full of that Command of the Lord our God, who fo 
highly recommends unto all men the love of ftlrangers ; 
much moreto thoſe that profeſſe their good affeion to 
them. For this Ideſireall may be confident of, thatl am 
notcome to make any difturbance, or to moveany dil. 
putes about marcer$of Religion ; bur onely to live with 
my Nation in the fear of the Lord, under the ſhadow of 
your protection, whiles we expe with you ihe hope of 
Iſrael to be revealed. . .

SE re things,it it pleaſe your Highneſle, 
@>2 there are-that make a ftrange Nation wel-

where they dwell ; and on the contrary ,three 
things that makethem hatefull. viz. Pro- 
DS fit , they may receive, from them ; Frdelity 
| ©, = they hold fowards their Princes ; and the 
Noblenes and. purety of their blood. Now when I ſhall have 
made good, that all zheſe three things are found in the Jewiſh Na- 
tzon,T ſhall certainly perſuade your Highneſſe,that with afavo- 
rable eye, (Monarchy being changed into a Republicq) you 
ſhall be pleaſed to receive againe the Nation of the Iews, who 
in time paſt lived ia that Iſland :. but by, I know not what, falſe 
Informations, were cruelly handled and baniſhed. 

Profit is a moſt powerfull motive , and which all the World 
preferres before all other things:and therefore wee Thall handle 
that point firſt. | | WS 2 

Itisa thing confirmed, that merchandicing is, as it were,the 
proper profeſſion of the Nation of the Tews.- I attribute this in 
the firſt place, to the particular Providence and mercy of God 
towards his people : for having baniſhed them from their own 
Countrey , yet not from his.ProteCtion , hee hath given then, 
as it were , anaturall inſtin, by which they might not onely 
_ gain what was neceſſary for their need , but tharthey ſhould 

alſo thrive in Riches and poſſeſſions ; whereby they ſhould not 
onely become gracious to their Princes and Lords , butthat 
they ſhould be invited by others to come and dwell in their 
Lands, | A More-

Moreover, it cannotbedenyed; butthat neceſſity ſtirres up- 
a mans ability and induſtry ; and that itgives him great incite-- 


ment, by all meanesto trie the favour of Fortune. 


Beſides, ſeeing it is no Wiſedome for them to endeavour the - 
gaining of Land and other immoyable goods, and ſo to impri-. 
{on their poſſeſſions here, where their perſons are ſubject to ſo- 


many. caſualities, baniſhments and peregrinations ; they are 


forced to uſe marchandizivg untill that time , when they ſhall. 
returne to their owne Country,that then as God hath promiſed. 
by de Prophet Zachary,There ſhall be: found nomore any merchant - 


among ft them.in the Houſe of the 'Lord. 


From that very. thing we have ſaid, there rifeth an infallible 


Profit , commodity and gain to all. thoſe Princes in whoſe 
Lands they dwell above all other ſtrange Nations whatſoever, 
as experience by divers Reaſons doth confirme. . 


1. The Iewes, having no oportunity to-live in their own. 
- Conntry , to till the. Lands-or other like employments , give. 
themſelves wholy unto merchandizing., and for contriving- 


new Inventions, no Nation almoſt going beyond them. And 


ſo 'tis obſerved, that whereſoever they go to dwell, there pre- 
ſently the Traficq begins to floriſh. Which may be ſeen in di-- 


vers places,cſpecially in Ligorne,which having been but a very 


12noble and inconfiderable City ; is at this time, by the great 


concourſe of people , one of the. moſt famous places of Tra- 
fique of whole Italy. 
Furthermore, the Inventor of the famous. Scala at Spalatro 


(the moſt firme and ſolid Traficq of Venice) was alew, who - 
by this his Invention tranſported the Negotiation from a great: 


part ofthe Levantinto that Citie. .

Now in this diſperſton our \Fore-fathers flying from, the 
Spanxh Inquifition, fomeof them came in-Hollayd; others got 
into Italy, aud'others betooke: themſelyes in Aſia ; and ſocaſe+ 
ly they credit one another; and by that meanes they draw the

chandifing and having perte& knowledge of all the kinds of 
Moneys, Diamants, Cochinil, Indigo, Wines, oyle , and other 
Commodities, that ſeryve-from place to place ; eſpecially hold» 
ing correſpondence with-their friends and kinds-folke , whoſe 
language they underſtand ; they do abundantly enrich the 
Lands and Countries of ftrangers , where they live, not onely 
with what is requiſite and neceflary.for the life of man,but alſo 
what may ſerve for ornament to his civill condition. Of which 
Traficg, there ariſeth ordinarily Five importantbenefits.

I TI. This: reaſon is the more ſtrengthened ; when weſce, 
that not onely.the Jewiſh Nation dwelling in Holland and 
| A 2 Italy, 
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Italy, traficq with their owneftocke, but alſo with the richeffe 
of many others of their owne Nation, friends, kinds-men and 
acquaintance, which notwithſtanding.live in Spaine, and ſend - 
unto them their moneys and goods, which they. hold intheir 
hands, and content themſelves with a very ſmall portion of 
theireſtate, to the end they may be ſecure and free from dan« 
ger that might happen nnto them, in caſe they ſhould fall un- 
der the yoke of the Inquiſition ; whence not onely their goods, 
bur oftentimes alſo their lives are endangered. 

EV. The love that-men ordinarily beare to their owne 
Country,and the defire they have.to end their.lives, wherethey 
Had their begining; is the cauſe, that moſt ſtrangers having got- 
ten richeſſe where-they are in a forain land;are commonly ta- 
ken in a deſire to returne totheirnatif ſoil, andthere.peacea. 
bly-to enjoy theiveſtate ; ſothat as. they were a help to the pla- 
ces where they lived; and negotiated while they remained 
there ; ſo when they departfrom thence, they carry all away; . 
and ſpoile them of their wealth: tranfporting all into their 
owne native Country : But with the Jewes the caſe is farre dif- 
ferent; for where the Iewes are once kindly -receaved , they 
make a-firm reſolution never to. depart from thence , ſeeing 
they have no proper place of their owne : and fo they are al» 
wayes with their goods4a the Cities where they live, a. perpe- 
taall benefit..to. all. payments; Which. reafons do clearly 
proove, that it being the property of Citizens in populous and 
rich countries, to ſeeke their reſt and eaſe with buying lands 
and faire poſſeſſion of which they live : many of them hating 
commerce,aſpire to Titles and Dignities: that of all ſtrangers, 
in whoſe hands ordinarily Trafique is found ;there arenone fo 
profitable and beneficiall tothe place where they trade and 
live, as:is the Nation of the:-Iewes. And ſeeing amongft the 
people of Europe, the chieteſt richefles they paſſefie , ps

_ cure from danger;being; trees of moſt ſavory fruit and profir,to 1} 
be alwayes moſt favoured with Lawes and Priviledges; or Pre- j 

rogatives,ſecured and defended by Armes. An Exemple ofthis 

we have in ourtimes. His Majeſty , the 1lluftrious King of 

Danemarck, invited them with ſpeciall, Priviledges into Ge- 

Iuckftadt:: the Duke of Savoy into Nifa of Provence; and the 

Duke of Modina in Retio, allowing them ſuch conditions and =!

Empire , where ſome of them live in great eſtate, even.in the 
Court of the Grand Turke at Conſtantinople , by reaſon there 
is no Viceroy, or Gouvernour,or Baſſa, which hath not a Iew to 
manage his affaires, and to take care for his eſtate : Hence it 
.cometh,that in ſhort time they grow up tobe Lords of great 
revenus , and they moſt-frequently bend the minds of Great- 
ones to moſt weighty affaires in gouvernment.

-this Baſſa always takes to him, by ordre of the Kingdome,a lew 
awith the title of Zaraf-Baſſa (Threſurer) viz.of all the Revenus 
of that gouverament , who receaves purſes full of money, ſeals 


Baſſa,the 24 Gouveruments of that Empire are ſould and given, 
and all other buflineſſes menaged. Art preſent he that poſſe(- 
ſeth this place, is called S'. Abraham Alhula. The number of 
_ the Tews living in this Kingdome of the Great Turke , is very 
one, and amounts to many Millions, In Conftantinople alone 
there are 48 Synagogues, and in Salaminque 36,and morethen 
Fonreſcore thouſand ſoules in theſe two Cities alone. 
"The firſt King gave them great priviledges, whichthey en-

This man in a ſhort 
time grows very rich , for that.by his hands as being next to the . 


are exempted from going to Watres, and that ſouldiers ſhould 
be quartered in their houſes, and that Tuftice ſhould rake no 
lace upon the'death of any one thar left no heir to his Eſtate. 
q In all which they are preferred before the naturall Turkes 
| themſelves. For which cauſe they pay in ſome Cities to the 
King three Patacons, and in others two and a half by the pole. 
In this-eſtate ſome of the Iewes have growne to great for- 
tunes; as Joſeph Nafino,unto whom Amatus Lufitanus dedica« 
ted his fifch and fixth Centuriz, was by Sultan Solimemade 
Duke of Maccia, Earle of Andro, Seignorof Millo, and the 
ſeaven Iſlands: And-Ilacob Ben-laes by Sultan Amurat, was- 
made Gouvernour of-the Tiberiades : ſo likewiſe others were 
exalted to very greatand eminent Dignities : as was that Selo-- 
mo Rofe, thar was ſent for Ambaſſador at Venice, where he - 
confirmed the-laft Peace with Amurat. In Germany,there lives - 
alſo a great multitude of Iews,eſpecially at Prague, Vienna and- 
Franckfurt, very much favoured by the moſt mild and moſt- 
gracious Emperours;. but deſpiſed of the people, being a Na- 
tion not very finely garniſhed by reaſon of- their vile cloath-- 
ing: yet notwithſtanding there is not wanting amongſt them- 
perſons of great quality.'The Emperour Matthias made Noble- 
both Mardochai Mairel , and Ferdinando Jacob Bar Seba-- 

Bur yet agreater number of lews are found in the Kingdome - 
of Poland, Pruffia and Lethuania,under which Monarchy they 
have the Iuriſdiftion tojudge amongſt themſelves all cauſes;: 
both Criminal and Civil;and alſo greatand famous Academies - 
of their owne. The chief Cities where the Nation liveth ,are * 
Lublin and-/Cracow, where there is a Iew, called IHaaclecells,- 
whobuilta'Synagogue,which ſtood him'in one hundred thon-- 
fand' Francs; and is worth many tonsof gold. There is in this- 
place fuch infinite namberof Iewes, that although the Co- 
ſaquesiw the late wartes have killed of them above one _ r 
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dred and foureſcore thouſand; yet itis ſuſtained that they are | © 


yet. at this day as innumerable. as thoſe were that came out of 
Egypt. In that Kingdome the whole Negotiation is in the hand 


ef theIews, the reſt of the Chriſtians are either .all. Noble-men, 


or Ruſtiques and kept as ſlaves. 

In Italy they are generally protected by all the Princes : their 
principall refidence is in the moſt famous Citie of Venice; ſo 
that in that ſame City alone they poſſeſſe about 1400 Houſes; 
and are uſed therewith much courtoiſy and clemency. . Many 
alſo.live in Padoa and Verona;others in Mantua,and alſo many 
in Rome itſelf. .Finally. they are ſcattered here and there in 
the chief places of Italy, and do live there with many ſpeciall 
priviledges. | 

In the: Gonvernment of the great Duke of Tuſcany , they 
are. by that Prince moſt graciouſly and bountifully dealt with, 
having power from him graunted , to have their Iudicatory by 
themſelves , and tojudge in all matters, both Civill and Crimi- 
nall; befides many other Priviledges, whereof I my ſelf have 
the.Copies in hand. Therich and illuſtrious families thatflou- 
riſhed in theſe Countries are many, viz. The 'Thoraces, who 
being three Brethren,ſhared betwixt them above 5cothouſand 
Crownes. In.Ferrara were the Viles, whoſe ſtock was above 
200 thouſand Crownes. The: Lord: Ioſeph deFano , Marquis 
de Villependi, was:a man much reſpected of all the Princes in 
Italy, and was called by.them ,'The Peace-maker and appeaſer 
of all troubles becauſe hey his auctority- and entremiſe,was 
uſed to. appeaſe all troubles and ftrife riſing amongſt them.

alſo: for his Ambaſſador to rhe Imperiall Majefty , one Abra- 
ham de Bondi, to pay and diſcharge Inveſtiture of the States of 
Modena and Reggio. The Prince of Saſol and the Marquis of 
Scandia likewiſe, had to their Factors men of our Nation. 

In the Kingdome of Barbary,therelives alſo a great number 
of Iewes, who-ever cruelly.and baſely uſed by that Barbarous 
Nation,exceptat Marrocco, the Court and Kings houſe,where 
they have their Naguid or Prince that gouverns them , and-is 
their Tudge,, and-is called at this day, Seignor Moſeh Palache-: 
aud before him was in the ſame Court , that Noble family 
Ruthes, that had power and -Iuriſdiction of all Kinde of puniſh- 
ment, onely life and death excepted. | 

In the Low-Countries alſo, the Iewes are received with great 
Charity and Benevolency , and eſpecially in this moſt re- 
nowned City of Amfterdam,, where there are no leffe they 
4co Families; and hew:great arradiog and Negotiation they 
draw tothat City, experience doth ſufficiently witneſſe. They 
chave there no lefle then three hundred houſes of their own, en- 
Joy a good part of the Welt and Eaſt-Indian Compagnies; and 
beſides have yet to ſer forth their Traficq ſuch a ſtock, that for 
ſetting a fide, onely one dyit of every pound flamitſh for all 
kind of commodities that enter, and again as much for all 
what goesout of this towne, and whatbeſides we pay yearly of 
the rents we get from the Eaſt-Indian Compagnieto the re- 


liefe and ſuſtenance of the poore of our Synagogue , that very | 


money amounts ordinarily every year , unto the- ſumme very 
neare of 12000 Franks; whereby you may eaſely conceive 
what a mighty ſtock it is they trade with, and what a profit

tives : For the Natives, and thoſe eſpecially that are moſt rich, . 
they build themſelves houſes and Palaces,buy Lands and firme- 


g00ds, aime at Titles and Dignities , and fo ſeeke theirreſt and 
contentement that way : Bur as for the lewes,they aſpire at no- 


thing, but to preferre themſelves in their way of marchandize; 
and ſoemploying their Capitals, they fend forth the benefit of 
their labour amongft many and ſundry of. the Natives, which 


they, bythe traficq of their” Negotiation, do enrich. From: 
whence it's eaſy tojudge. of theprofit that Princes and Com-. 


mon-wealths do reap, by giving liberty of Religion to the 
Tewes, and gathering them by ſome ſpeciall priviledges into 
their Countries : as Trees that bring ' forth ſuch excellent: 


fruits.

He Fidelity 'of Vaſſals and Subjeas ,is a thing that 
6 Princes much moſt efteem off: tor there-on both in 
Peace and Warre, depends the preſervation of their 

eſtates. And as for this point, in my opinion, they owe 

much 'to the Nation of the lewes , by reaſon of the faithful- 
nefle and loyalty they ſhowto all Potentates that receive and 
protect them in their Countries. Forſetting aſide the Hiſtories 
of the Ptolomies, Kings of Egypt, who did nottruſt the Guard 


.of their perſons, nor the keeping of their Forts, nor the moſt 


important affaires of their Kingdom to any other Nation with 


_ greater ſatiſfaQtion then ito the Tewes; the Wounds of Anti- 


pater ſhewed to ſaulius Czſar in token of his loyalty, and the 
braſen Tables of our Anceſtours amongft the Romans, are evi 
dent witneffſes enough of their fidelity ſhewed unto them. 

In Spaine the Iewes of Burgos, as the Cronicles do declare 
moſt generoufly ſhewed the very ſame fidelity in the times of 
Don Henrique ; who having killed his Brother, the King, Don 
Pedro de Cruel ,made himſelf Lord of all his Kingdoms, and 
brought under his obedience all the Grandos and people of 
Spaine : Onely the Iewes of Burgos denyed to obey him, and 
fortified themſelves, within the City ſayin LEAE God would 
never have 1t, that the: ſhould deny obedience to their Nuturall Lord Dot: 
Pedro , or to his rightfal Facceſſours. A conſtancy that the prudent 
King , Don Henriques , very much eftcemied of, ſaying , that 
ſuch Vaſſals as thoſe were, by Kings arid great men, worthy of 
much account , {ceing they held greater reſpect tothe fidelity 
they ou ght to their King , although conqueretl anit dead, than to the pre-

ſome ſhips and going himſelf Captain over all:, he came ſud- 
denly with 400:men, and fell by night upon the Armyof the 
Xarifes, that were more then 3000 men, befieging Copta,and 
without lofing one man , killed of them above 500; and cau- 
ſed them. to raiſe the fiege..

Many the like Exemples may be brought of times paſt ; but 
for.ourpreſent, and; moderne times there is no Exemple ſoevi: 
dent, as in the beſieging of Mantua. for the Emperour in the 


year 1630, where the, lewes fought mot valianily,and reſcued | 
it. from the Natives. As likewiſe in: the. Seignory of Brafil, 


- wherethe ſame thing was done: for one of the ſame Nation, a 
Nutchmag,,' having delivered the Cape unto the Portugals, 
there. was found in our. Nation there. nor onely loyalty , but 
alſo, ſuch diſcretion, that had they taken their adviſe , the 
buſines had not fo proceeded. | | 
This may be ſeen. more. clearly yet in their being-baniſhed 
out of:Caffilla, in the dayes of Ferdinand and Iſabella. Their 
znmber. ab that time. was ſuppoſed to have. bene. half a mill 
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ton of.men , amongſt whpnwees many of great valour-and-..

courage: (as Don Iſaac Abarbanel, a Counſellorof State, doth- 
relate): and yet. amongft ſogreat a number,. therewas-not.. 
found any one man , that undertooke to raiſe a- party to free: 
themſelves from.that moſt miſcrable baniſhment. An evi- 
dent figne of the- proper and naturall reſolution of this Na-- 
tion , and of their conſtant obedience to their Princes. 

The ſame affection is confirmed by the inviolable cuftame: 
of all the Iewes whereſoever they live: for on every-Sabbath: 
or feſtivall Day, they everywhere are uſed to pray for the 
ſafety of: all. Kings, Princes.and Common-wealths+, nnder: 
whoſe juriſdiction they live, of what profeſſion-ſoever :- unto. 
which duety they are bound by-the Prophets-and the. Falmu- 
diſts ; from the Law, as by Ileremy chap:29. verſ.7. Seekzhe. 
peace of the Citte. unto which 1 have made you to wander :. and pray for- 
her unto the Lord.,for 3n-: her Peace you ſhall enjoy peace. He, ſpeaks 
of Babylon, where the Jewes at that time were captives.. From . 
the Talmud ord:4. tract.4. Abodazara pereq. 1, Pray for the peace: - 
of: the Kingdome,for unles there were feare of the Kzgngdome,men would. 
ſwallow one the other alsve, &c. | 

From the continuall -and 'neyer broken Cuſtome- of the. 
Iewes whereſoevertheyare , on the Sabbath-Day, or other ſo-- 
lemneFeaſts;at which time allthe Iewes fromall places come. 
together to the Synagogue, after the benediCtion of the Holy, 
Law,before-the Miniſter ofthe Synagogue blefſeth the people 
of the lewes; with a loud voice he blefſeththe Prince of the. 
Country under whom.they live:, that all -the lIewes may-heare: . 
it; and-ſlay, Amen. The words he ufeth.are theſe ,as in the 
printed-þooke of the Iewes may be ſeen : : Ae that giveth ſalua--

gers and diſtteſſe. The King of kings , for his gooaneſſe ſake , raiſe up 
and exalt his planetary ſtarrt, and multiply his dayen.over his Kingdom. 
The King of ins for his mercies ſake , put tnte his heart , and tnto the 
heart of hs Counſellers, and thoſe that attend and _ to him,that 
he may ſhow mercy unto us , .and unto all the people of Iſrael. Inhis 
 dayes andin our dayes, let Tudah be ſafe, and Iſrael dwell ſecarely, and 
tet the Redeemer come to 1ſratlandſo mayitpleaſe God, Amen, Theſe 
are the very formalities ſer downe word for word., which the 
Fewes, by the command of God ,received fromthe Talmud, 
do uſe in their prayers for Princes, under whoſe gouvernment 
they reſide. And therefore wiſe Princes are wont to-baniſh 
from their Courts falſe rapports. And moſt wiſe R, Simon Ben- 
Tochai, in his excellent book called Zygar in Saraſa Recudi, re- 
lates, that zz 2s a Tradition receaved from Heaven, that the Kings of 
the Nations of the world, Princes, Gouvernours,that protett the Tewes in 
this world, or do them any good, that the ſame ſhall engoy certatn degrees 
of glory, or eternall reward; as on the other ſide, they that do to the Na- 


tion of the Tewes any harme , that they ſhall bepuniſhed with ſome par- || 


_ eternal puniſhment. As appeareth.alſo out of Eſa. thela 
Chapter. | 

FT hus you ſee the Fidelity of the Iewes towards their Gou- 
vernours clearly prooved. Now, that no man may thinke that 
their baniſhment out of Spaigne and Portugal , proceeded 
from any ſuſpition or faults of theirs, I ſhall clearly rehearſe 
the reaſon of fo ſudden a determination , and wþat the 
thoughts of many Chriſtian Princes have bene there-upgn. 
"The bufines was thus : Ferdinand and Iſabella,Goyvernours > 
Caftile, having gained the Kingdome of Granada, of which 


they 
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they: tooke poſſeflion-on the 5 of Ianuary ; they reſolved to 
thruſt out all the Iewes that lived in-their Kingdomes , and fo 
on the laſtof March , they made an Edict in the fame City, in 
which they-expreſfſed: That ſeeing the Tewes tn their Countries drevp -—- 
many Chriſtzans to turne Tewes , and eſpecially ſome Noble-men of their 
Kingaome of Andaluzza , that for this cauſe they baniſhed them under 
moſt heavy penalties , 5c. So that the cauſe of their banifhment. 
was not any diſloyalty at all. 
Now what amongſt many others in all Chriſtendom; one fa-- 
mous Lawyer in Rome,and Oſorius an excellent and moſt elo-- 
quent Hiſtorian have thought, 1 ſhall here relate. In the year 
1492 (faith the Lawyer) Ferdinand, called the Catholick, 
being King of Spgine, drove outof his Country all thelewes- 
that were living there from the time of the Babylonian and 
Roman Captivity , and were very rich in houſes and goods : 
and that upon pain, if they went not away within the terme of- | 
6 moneths, that all their houſes and goods1hould be confi(- 
cated unto the Exchequer, which as:we have ſaid, were very 
great, Wherenpon they leaving the Kingdome of Caftile;they- 
went over many of-them into Portugal , as being the neareit. 


; cn Tn the year 1497, there being an Alliance contracted- 


een the Kings- of. Caftile and Portugal ; the Iewes at the 
of the faid King Ferdinand,were baniſhed out of Por-- 


"TWpal;but it being vr the will of Emauel, King of Portugal, - 


to have them baniſhed out of His Country , he reſolved-ro 
oblidge them to become Chriſtians, promiſing neverto moleſt- 


' them, neither in Criminall matrers, nor in the lofleof-their: 


goods;and exempred them from many burdens and Tributs - 


of the Kingdome. This Emanuel being dead, Iohn'I 11; fac-- 


ceeded in his place in the Kingdome! of Portugal, whobeing : 
excited by others; ſaid , That what his Father Emanuel had - 
done, concerning thenot-troubling:them,was of :no ag" |

- -authority of the Pope of Rome, his father could not graunt 
any ſuch thing : for which-cauſe he would that for thoſe that 
lived amiſh, there ſhould beproceeded againſt, as againſt the 
'Mores in Caſtile : And ſending to Rome to diſanull the ſaid 
promiſes , it was not onely not graunted to him ,.but moreover 
they reprooved his appearancethere, and praiſed and.approo- 
ved the promiſes made by his Father Emanuel-to the lewes, 
publiſhing a-general pardon to all that were taken;which were 


about 1 500;and they all-were ſet free. Which Bull was granted 


:by Clement V11. by the intervention of all rhe Confiftory of 
Cardinals. Afterwards the ſaid king Iohn ſentonce againe to 
.defire the former Licence-with ſo many ———_— and tripli- 
cations, that at length the Pope granted it: But a few dayes 
after it was revoked againe with a generall Pardon 'to all that 


-were taken, which were 1 200c, with fach a determination,that 


the ſame Licence ſhould never. be granted , as being againſt all 
Tightand reaſon, This troubled Don Iohn the King very much, 
and withall the Cardinal his brother ,who.came intheſe laſt 
dayes tobeKing of Portugal himſelf.

call Nuntio in. Portugal in:the year 1497,at which time the 
lewes wereforced and compelled to become Chriſtians. The 
Emperour replied , Let that finne fall on him, and the Prince 
his ſonne; the Apoftolicall ſeatrſhall be :freefromit, Sothe 
Pope granted it; becauſe the Emperour Charles the V. was 
brother indaw to King Don Tohn of Portugal; and beſides they 
treated at-that time toenter further.in affinity , and to marry 
their children ,which ſince was effeted.' AfterPaul the 1-11. 
granted this, there was a new Pardon givenin generall toall 
that were taken unto that time , amonnting the Number unto 
1800. Bur the King refuſing to obey the Pardon ,-and tofree 
the Priſonners, the Pope tooke it very ill, and ſent for this one- 
ly bufines for his Nuntio , -one Monſegnor Monte Paliciano, 
who fince was Cardinalof the Church of Rome. And the King 
for all this not obeying, the Pope made the Nuntio to fix the 
Pardon upon the doores of the Cathedral Churches, and the 
Nuntio cauſed the Priſons to be opened, and there were ſet

his Army. On the time when he began to treat of this buſines 
with Clement the V LL. ſeeing the Kings importunity, he made 
a Bull and gave licence to all the Portugals of that Nation of. 
the Iewes., that they might go and live in the Church-Domi-. 
nions, and whoſoever will come in the ſaid Dominions;that he 
ſhall have freedomto live, as at the firſt,in his Tewiſh profeſſion, 
andtharat no time they ſhould be enquired into, but after the - 
fame manner. as they. were 'wont to live.in Portugal, ſo.they 
thonld live there. The ſaid Bull paſſed alt the Confiſtory ; and- 
= confirmedand received bythe ſaid Portugal, they be- 
gan fome of them todepart to live in Ancona, being a ſea-port: 
more. commodious.thert others : which:being known by the 
King-and- Cardinal of Portugal , they caufed to be proclaimed - 
in all the Kingdome, that upon paine of death, and lofſe. of all. 
their goods., no man ſhould dare depart the Kingdome. Cle-- 
mentbeing dead,in his place ſucceeded{as we have ſaid) Pope 
Paulthe I TL whoconfirmed'the ſame Priviledges : Afterwards 
inithe year-1550. Paul the ITI-died, and Tulius the I1I. ſuc-- 
ceeded, who ratified the fore-mentioned Priviledgesgiven by 
his Predeceſſours,and the whole Apoſtolike Seat inviolably. In. 
thoſe times there were many Doctors that wrote on this matter, 
amongſt whom the chiefeſt were Alciat, and the Cardinal Pa-- 
rigus in 2 & 3 your Confiliorum pro: Chriſtiants. noviter converſes ; 
ſewing by reaſon and law, that conſidering they were forced 
andnot converted willingly; that they had not fallen nor do 
fall under any Cenfure. Theſe reaſons being conſidered of by 
the Princes of. Italy, they-graunted. likewiſe. the fame Privi-- 
I6es : vizz Cofmo the Great; Dukeof Florence; and Her- 


cates; Duke of Ferrare , and within few yeares Emanuel ave 
| | ert, | 
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bert , Duke-of Savoye; and were by all his ſuccefſours con+ 
firmed. In the yeare 1452,:when'they were baniſhed from 
e, weread inthe Chronicles of that Kingdome, that the 
Lords of that place did-complain that their Cities aud Townes 
were deſtroyed and dis-inhabitated ; and had they belceved 
any ſuch thing , that they would have oppoſed the Kings -de- 
-cree, and would never have given their conſent to it. That was 
the cauſe, that Don Emanuel of Portugal, ſeeing on the one 
age apparent dommage, ſhould he ler them depart hisKing- 
dome; and on the other fide, not being able to breake his pro- 
miſe made to the King of Caſtile, he cauſed them to be com- 
pelled to the Faith , upon paine of Death, thatthey ſhould nor 


-departout of his Dominions. The Catholiq King was blamed 
.of all Chriſtian Princes, and eſpecially by the Senate of Ve- 


nice, (as Marcus Antonius Sabellicus doth write) for having 


:baniſhed a Nation fo profitable to the Publicq and Particu- 


lar good, without any kinde of pretence. And:ſo the Parlement 


-of Paris likewiſe did extreamly wonder at ſuch a determi- 


nation. And truely good reaſon there was to wonder ;for we 
ſee ſince , what the Senat of Venice hath done, who never deli- 
berats or puts into execution an thing, without greatjudge- 
ment: having the advantage of all Republicqs in their gou- 
vernment and leaving behindetthem the Romans, Carthage- 


nians, Athenians, and moſt learned Lacedemonians; and that - 


Parlement- of Paris, which in the gonvernment of affaires was 
alwayes moſt prudent. Moft of thoſe that were baniſhed paſſed 
to the Levant,who were embraced by the Ottoman-famully,al 
the ſutceeding Kings wondring at it, that the Spanjards, who 
make profeflion to be a policig Nation,ſhould drive ont of their 
Kingdoms ſuch a people. Moreover Sultan Bajazet ; and Sul- 
tan Soliman, received them exceeding well, the coming of the 
Iewes to them being very acceptable : and ſo did likewiſe all 

| . their 
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their ſacceſſonrs, confidering of how.great a profit and benefit 
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their reſiding -in their domunions was. Andin the yeare r555. 
Paul the I V. being choſen Pope of Rome, who before was cal. 
led Cardinal de Chieſfi, an intimate to the Cardinal of Portugal, 
cauſed the Tewes to be held in Ancona, and. other places of the © 
Church, according to the Priviledges graunted to them by the 
Popes, his Predeceſſeursin the name ofthe Apoſtolical Roman 
ſeat. Licurgus,Solon and Draco,and all Founders of Common- 
wealths, gave counſell. that ſtrangers: ought to be loved and 
much made of,as in the. Diſcourſes of Se. in 7 de Legibus de Rep. 
is- amply to be ſeen. And by.the Divine Law (as Moſes com- 
mandeth us) we ought not to trouble a ſtranger , bat he ſayes,. 


Remember you were ſtrangers in the Land of Eg ypt. ' 


In ſumma, to the ſame purpoſe might be brought many 
other.and more powerfull reaſons, but becauſe theyare out of * 
aur conſideration, we paſſe them over. And here to declare 
ſome particulars, worthy to be known for adviſe.and exemple, 
that. befell our -Nation in thoſe- bitter baniſhments , part 
whereof. Hieronymus Oforius recites moreat-large , in the firſt 
of. his elegant two Bookes de: Rebus Emanuelis,. The firſt title 
he giveth to thoſe miſerable ſuccefles,, isthis, which he puts 
fora Poſftil in the margent of his booke, Iudezorum Liberi per vim 
ad Chriſtianiſmum pertra# : and than.rehearſes, how that in the 
yeare 1496 the King-decreed , that all the Jewes and Mores, 
thatdwelt in his: Kingdome;and would not become Chriſtians, 
ſhould depart his Dominions in a ſhort time; which being paſt, 
all .that ſhould be found in his Kingdome, ſhould looſe their 


liberty, and: become ſlaves to the King, The time betng now 
at hand (as Oſorius proceeds) in which the Tewes:, that would 
not turne, Chriſtians , were to depart the Kingdome, and all of 
them as many as they.were, had with all their power provided, 

and taken a firme reſolation.to be. gone: which the King 
| ceing, . 


| ſeeing; and notable toendureit,thought-upon a buſines (as he 
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ſaith) fatto quidem iniquam & injuſtam , which to do was realy 
wicked and unjuſt, and that was to command that allthe chil- 
dren of the I{raclites,that were not above x 4 yeares-old,ſhould . 
be rakeu.out of the power of their owne Parents ; and when 
they had them, they ſhould force them to become Chriſtians; 
a new thing that could not be done without a wonderfull al- 
teration of their minds : for it was (as Oſorius ſpeakes) a horrid 
and miſerable ſpectacle, to ſee the tender Infants wreſtled out 
of the arms and breſts of their lamenting mothers, to dragge 

along their poore fathers that held them faſt, and to give them 
many wounds and blows to draw. them out of their handes; to 

hear their cryes that aſcend to heaven, their groanes, lamenta» 

tions,and complaints every-where; ſo that this cruelty was the 

cauſe, that many of thoſe diſtreſſed Fathers threw-their chil- 
dren into wells, and others killed themſelves with their owne - 
hands,that.they might not ſee ſo bitter a thing with their eyes. 
The cruelty of Emanuelended -not here, but going on with 
compulſion and revilings, gave cauſe to his owne Chronogra- 
pher to make the ſecond title.or pot, with theſe words ; Vis & 
Dolus Tuders illata : That is, The force and deceit uſed towards 
the Iewes.. And ſo he-goes on, declaring how he had promiſed 
in the condition they had made, that he would afligne them 


three Ports in his Kingdome to embarque at,viz. Liſbon, Setus 


val,and Puerto::and neverthelefle he forbad them afterwards 


' to.embarque themſelves.in any place but Liſbon : for which 


cauſe all the Iewes of the Kingdome came to that City , from 
whence beſides a thouſand moleftations. and extortions , he 
drove-them (as Vaſqyo ſaith) as fheeprin the ſtalls, and there 
forced their;aMicted bodies to eounterfeit, that which their 
ſoules and thoughts never meant norapproovedof.. Works,of 
which his owne Chronologer ſaith , Fuzt hoc quidem-neque ex Le- 
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ge, neque ex Relipione faftum. That is, This was done neither ac- 
cording to Law,nor Religion. Let men of clear minde,and free 
from paſſion conſider for Gods ſake , if ſuch violences ca 
-worke any good impreflion or character in men: or what Law! 
either Hunnain or Divine, National or Moderne,:can beare,chat 
the ſoules of men (which the Moſt High hath created free) 
-be forced to beleeve what they beleeve nor, and to love what 


:they hate? "This cruelty was reprooved and cenſured of many 


Princes of the world and learned men. And his owne Chrono- 


loger reprehends it with a new poſtiL,and ſpeakes freely; Regs 


in Tudzos facinorum reprehenſio. That is, A cenſure of the Kinges 
wickednes againſt the Tewes. Truely with juſt-reaſon doth 
- Oſorius call rhe workes,which the King did unto us, /niquittes 
and injuſtices, atceitfull vidlences,and wicked attempts : And ſo goes 
.on , reprooving them with moſt elegant,Reaſons. 

Further what happened to the Lewes under other Princes in 
other Kingdomes and Countries , is notorious and enough 
Known to all the world,and therefore not neceflary here to-re- 
late. So farre concerning their Banniſhmenr, 


Now, I will not conceale to ſay , but that alwayes there 


have bene found ſome calumniators, that endeavouring to 
make the Nation infamous, laid upon them three moſt falſe re- 
ports, as if they were dangerous to the G oods,the Lives, and withall to 
the very Soules of the Natives. They urge againſt them their uſu- 
ries, the laying of infants to celebrate their Paſſe-over,and the 
DE Chriſtians to become Jewes, To all which I ſhall anſwer 

briefly. | 4 | 
As for uſury, ſuch dealing is not the eſſentiall properry of 
the Tewes , for though in Germany there be ſome indeed that 
,practiſe uſury ; yer the moſk part of them that live in Turky, 
Italy,Holland and Hamburg, being come out of Spaigne,;they 
hold it infamousto uſe it; and fo with a very ſmall profit of 4 
| | or 5 
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ot x per-Cent;as Chriſtians themſelves do,they put theirmoney 


ordinarily. in Banco: for to lay out their money without any 
profit, was .commanded onely toward their brethren of the 
fame Nation of the Iewes; but not to any other Nation. And: | 
however by this Charity is not hurt : for it ſtands io good rea- 
ſon,that every one. ſhould gaine and get ſome advantage with. 
his money, to ſuſtaine his owne life: and when any one to ſup-- 
ply his own wants, doth take ſome cours of marchaudiſe , by 
which he hopes to gaine.by other mens-moneys taken up on 

truſt, 'tis no inhumanity to reckon and take from him-uſe: 

For as no man is bound to give his goods to an other; fo is he- 
not bound te let it out, but for his owne occaſions and profit, - 


and not to leave himſelf deſtitute: of theprofic he could make- 


of the-moneys. Onely this muſt bedone with moderation,that - 
the uſury be not biting and-exorbitant, which the Chriſtians - 
themſelves uſe , amongſt themſelves ;-as even in the Mounts of. 
Piety at Padua , Vicenza and Verona is to be ſeen , where they 


. take 6:par Cent; and elfewere yet much more. This in no - 


manner can be called Robbery,but is with conſent and willof 
the Contracter; and the ſame Sacred Scripture, which allows 
uſury with him that is not of the ſame Religion , forbids abſo- - 
Jutely the robbing of all men, whatſoever Religion they be of. - 
In our Law it is a greater ſinneto rob or defraud a ſtranger, 
than if 1 did itto one of my owne profeſſion : becauſe alew is- 
bound to ſhew his charity to all men : for he hath-a precepr, - 
not to abhorre an Idumean , -nor an Egyptian; and that he - 
thall love and prote&:a ſtranger that comes to live in his land. - 
If notwithſtanding there be ſome that do contrary to this;they - 
do it not as-Tewes ſimply, but as wicked lewes , as amongftalt: 
rationsthereare found generally ſome Uſurers.: .: 
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hble truth what is reported of the Negros of Guinea and Bra- 
Zil, that if they ſee any miſerable man that hath eſcaped from 
the dangeft of the ſea , or hath fallen-or ſuffered any kind of 
111-fortune,or Shipwrake, they-perſecute and-vex him ſomuch 
the tnore, ſaying, God curſe thee, And wee thatlivenot amongſt 
the Blacke-moors and wild-men , but amongft cthe-white and 
civilized people of the world , yet-wee find this an ordinary 
cours, that men are very prone to hate and deſpiſe him that 
hath ill fortune ; and on the other fide, to make much of 
thoſe whom fortune doth favour. Hereof the Chriftians them- 
ſelveshave good experience;forduring the times of their ſup- 
preſſion and perſecution undertthe Roman Empire, they were 


falſly ſlandred of diversEmperours and-tyrannicall Princes. 


Nero accuſed them , thatthey had ſet Rome onfite; Others, 
that they were Witches and Conjurers ; and others againe.that 
they flew their children to celebrate their-Ceremonies , as wee 
find in divers Authors. Even fo likewiſe it is with the Iewiſh 
Nation, that now is diſperſed and afflicted, though they have 


moneys: "There is noflander nor calumny that is not caft up- 


on them-;even the very ſame ancient ſcandall that wascaſt of 


old-upon the-innocent Chriſtians, is now laid upon the Tewes. 
Whereas the whole world may eaſcly perceive, it is but a meer 
ſlander, ſeeing it is known.thatatthis day , oat of Ieruſalem, 
no Aacrifice nor blood.is in any uſeiby them , even that blood 
which is found in an Fgg is forbidden them , how much more 


 mans'blood > More-over I could-produce divers memorable 


exemples which oat in our owne times in Araguzato alew: 


how hewas accuſed of this ſame wickednes, and not confeſ- 
fing it, how wy impriſoned him betwixt two walls,and being 
1n that diftrefſe , Lo ke cited before God all the Indges to 
anſwer there for what they did; and how within ayear after, 

many 
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þnanyof theTudges Gied, and thoſe that lived, Fearing thelike 


might befall them ,;and looſe their lives, fet him free; Bur I 


Jmuſt nor be too prolix ; -it may ſuffice to ſay, that bythe 
{Pope hinfſelf it was defined inful Counſell the accuſation to 


be falſe; and1o likewiſe judged all the Princesof Italyzs alſo 
Alphonſo the Wiſe, King of Spaine, and that it was onely a 
meere invention to drioke the blood., and toſwallow up the 
f the harmleſſelewes. | 

3. As forthe third Point I fay, thatalthough Ferdinand 
and Ifabell, giving colour to ſo-indiſcreet a determination, 
ſaid, that they inducedithe.Nobles to become Iewes, yet true- 
ly-this-cannot be ſaid,burt by ſome falſe&informations. For if ſo 
be, amongſt thoſe difticulties and-impoſſibilities , it may hap- 
pen , 'that ſome of the Set of the Papiſts, of a better hey 
embrace the Iewifh Religion; it-cannot therefore be preſumed, 
that they were induced thereunto by the :Jewes:; ſeeing the 
lewes do notentice any man to profeſſe their Law : But if any 
man of his-own free-will come to them, they by their rites and 
Ceremonies are obliged tomakeproofe of rhem, whether they 
come for any temporall intereft , and to perſuade them to 
looke well to:themſelves what they do : that the Law unto 
which'they are to ſubmit themſelves, is of many precepts ;and 
doth oblige the tranſgrefſor ro many ſore puniſhments, And 
ſo we follow the example of Nahomi , .cited in the Sacred 
Scripture, who did not perſuade Ruth to go along with her; 
bur faid firft to her : -Orpa thy;ſiſter returned to her Nation and her 
Gods ; go thou and follow her. But Ruth continuing conſtant, then 
at length ſhee received her. | 

Beſides this, the Iewes indeed/have reaſon to take care for 


| theirowne preſervation ; and therefore will not go abour by 
| ſuch wayes to make themſelves odious to Princes and Com- 


mon-wealths , under whoſe Dominions they live. 
D : Now, 
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| Now, becauſe beleeve.thatwith a gdod'conſtience hav 
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diſcharged our Nation: bf the Tewes of thoſe three Mlapders 
calumnies, aselſewhereT have more at large writtenahouti 
I conceive I may. from thofe two qualities , of;Profitablenes:

they-who ſhall wrong them , ſhall be moſt ſeverely puniſhed; 
and thathe that toucheth them , toucheth the apple of Gods 
eye. And at leaſt, it was alwayes the opinion of Auguſtive as: 
he made it appear in his works Lzbr. + Dettrina Chriſhand cap.28; 
where he ſaith, Qzod omnes homines eque diligendsſunt, That all 
men-are equally to: be beloved. | 2. 67
